A source advised on April 15, 1956, that the Chicago 
Joint Defense Committee to Defeat the Smith Act. (CJDC) vas formetf 
by the Communist Party (CP) In March, 1956. 

A second source advised on July 17, 1958, that at a 
morking conference of the CJDC held on June 8, 1958, at Chicago, 
the name of the CJDC vas changed to the Chicago Committee to 
Defend Democratic Rights (CCDDR) . The purpose of the CCDDR, 
according to its '^Statement of Principles and Organization", 
is to . . defend and extend the human rights embodied in the 
Bills of Rights. . . and to put an end to the political and racial 
persecutions vhlch threaten American democracy today." Officers 
of the CCDDR elected at this conference vere Chairman, X£ON 
KATZEN, and "paid Executive Secretary", RICHARD CRILEY, both 
of vhom vere officers of the CJDC. As of May, 1959, this 
organization continued to ftinctlon vlthin the framevork of its 
stated principles. Working committees affiliated vlth the 
CCDDR In 1958 and 1959, In accordance vlth the CCDDR 's Statement 
of Principles and Organization, included a velfare committee 
for the families of Smith Act victims and a committee to vork 
for Taft-Hartley defendants. 

LEON KATZEN vas identified by a third source as a 
member of the CP in March, 1959. 

RICHARD CRILEY, according to a fourth source, as of 
March, 1959, vas a member of the Illinois CP State Committee. 

The CP, USA has been designated by the Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to Executive Order ;#10450.

Forms will be available to recommend the inclusion of 
the Individual's name in Section A of the Reserve Index. These 
forms will contain a succinct summary, setting forth the basis 
for recommendation. If no report accompanies the recommendation, 
a statement to that effect should appear on the page containing 
the succinct summary. Investigations of Individuals listed In 
Section A are to be brought up to date annually and they are to 
be considered for Seciu?lty Index status or retention In the 
Reserve Index. Changes in residence and employment will be 
submitted to the Bureau. 

The administrative handling of the reopening of these 
cases will be similar to that in the case of annual reports on 
SI subjects. Section B of the Reserve Index will be the names 
of the remaining individuals In the Reserve Index v.’ho are not 
in Section A. 

The revised standards for Inclusion of names In the ■ 
Reserve Index are: 

1. Membership in a basic revolutionary organization 
subsequent to January 1, 19^9, together with some indication of 
sympathy o'^ association with such an organization or a subver- 
sive front organization subsequent to the reported membership 
and no reliable evidence of defection. 

2. Investigation has failed to substantiate allegations 
of membership In a revolutionary organization within the past 
five years, coupled with some evidence or information indicating 
activity, association or sympathy for the subversive cause 
v/ithln the same period, and no reliable evidence of defection. 

3. The Individual, within the past five years, by his 
associations, vn^ltlngs, financial support or conduct in relation 
to and support of subversive organizations or the international 
communist movement is in a position to Influence others at the 
-time of a national emergency and no reliable evidence of defection. 

4. Leadership or substantial activities In a major 
subversive front group over three jtears ago, together with aome 
evidence of continuing activity, association or sympathy for the 
subversive cause within three years and no reliable evidence of 
defection. 

5. Membership In a subversive front organization / 

within the past three years and no reliable evidence of defection.. 

In handling this case the Agent should Insure that the 
description appearing on the Reserve Index card Is correct and 
should complete a form NY 125. Eveiry closing memo, letter or 
report should be routed to the SI Unit with, NY 125 attached.
